Townsite  of  Langley;  thence  south-westerly  along 
the  southerly  boundary  of  said  Lot  D  to  the  south¬ 
west  corner  thereof;  thence  westerly  along  the 
southerly  boundary  of  District  Lot  414  to  the 
south-west  corner  thereof;  thence  westerly  across 
the  road  to  a  point  due  north  of  the  north-east 
corner  of  Lot  9,  Registered  Plan  2109,  of  the 
North-west  Quarter  of  Section  6,  Township  12,  east 
of  the  Coast  meridian;  thence  southerly  across  the 
road  to  the  north-east  corner  of  said  Lot  9,  Reg¬ 
istered  Plan  2109;  thence  southerly,  westerly, 
northerly,  westerly,  and  northerly  following  the 
boundaries  of  Lots  9,  10,  and  8,  Registered  Plan 
2109,  to  the  south-east  corner  of  District  Lot  386a;

the  most  easterly  of  the  north-east  corners  of  said 
District  Lot  125;  thence  westerly  along  the  north¬ 
erly  boundary  of  said  District  Lot  125  to  where  it 
intersects  the  easterly  boundary  of  Registered  Plan 
13810  (West  Langley  Dyke);  thence  in  a  north¬ 
westerly  and  south-westerly  direction  following  the 
easterly  and  northerly  boundaries  of  said  Regis¬ 
tered  Plan  13810  to  the  easterly  boundary  of 
Me  Adam  Road;  thence  in  a  south-westerly  direc¬ 
tion  across  said  McAdam  Road  to  the  south-east 
corner  of  Lot  2,  Registered  Plan  875,  of  District 
Lot  125;  thence  westerly  along  the  southerly 
boundary  of  Lot  2  and  Lot  1  of  said  Registered 
Plan  875  to  the  southerly  boundary  of  Indian 
Reserve  No.  2  and  the  northerly  boundary  of 
Registered  Plan  13810  (West  Langley  Dyke);  thence 
in  a  south-westerly  and  north-westerly  direction

2.  The  said  improvement  district  shall  be  known 
as  the  “  Derby  Dyking  District.” 

3.  The  objects  of  the  said  improvement  district 
are  the  acquisition,  maintenance,  repair,  replace¬ 
ment,  improvement,  and  operation  of  works  for  the 
reclamation  and  development  of  the  lands  in  the 
improvement  district  by  dyking,  draining,  pumping, 
and  incidental  means. 

4.  There  shall  be  three  Trustees  of  the  said  im¬ 
provement  district. 

5.  The  persons  qualified  to  vote  at  the  first  elec¬ 
tion  of  Trustees  shall  be  Canadian  citizens  who  are 
twenty-one  years  of  age  or  older  and  are  entitled 
to  be  registered  as  voters  under  the  “  Provincial 
Elections  Act  ”  and  are  owners  of  land  in  the  tract 
of  land  hereinbefore  described,  and  the  persons 
qualified  to  be  candidates  at  the  said  election  shall 
be  the  persons  qualified  as  aforesaid  to  vote  and 
their  wives  and  husbands. 

6.  Mr.  J.  L.  MacDonald,  Court-house,  New 
Westminster,  B.C.,  shall  be  Returning  Officer  for 
the  first  election  of  Trustees.  He  shall  call  a 
general  meeting  of  the  persons  who  are  qualified  as 
aforesaid  to  vote  and  shall,  at  least  seven  days 
before  the  date  of  the  said  meeting,  post  in  three 
conspicuous  places  within  the  tract  "of  land  herein¬ 
before  described  a  notice  signed  by  him  giving  the 
date,  time,  and  place  of  holding  the  said  meeting. 
The  Returning  Officer  shall  be  chairman  of  the  said 
meeting,  and  subject  to  the  provisions  of  clause  5 
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he  shall  have  power  to  determine  whether  or  not 
any  person  who  desires  to  vote  is  qualified  to  do  so. 
He  shall  have  power  to  determine  the  procedure  to 
be  followed  at  the  said  meeting  and  the  method  of 
taking  the  votes.  Each  qualified  voter  shall  be 
entitled  to  cast  one  vote  for  each  of  three  candi¬ 
dates.  The  Returning  Officer  shall  declare  the 
result  of  the  election  and  shall  notify  the  Comp¬ 
troller  of  Water  Rights  of  the  said  result. 

7.  The  candidate  elected  as  Trustee  for  whom 
the  greatest  number  of  votes  is  cast  at  the  general 
meeting  called  pursuant  to  clause  6  hereof  shall 
hold  office  until  the  annual  general  meeting  of 
1959,  the  candidate  elected  for  whom  the  second 
greatest  number  of  votes  is  cast  shall  hold  office 
until  the  annual  general  meeting  of  1958,  and  the 
candidate  elected  for  whom  the  third  greatest  num¬ 
ber  of  votes  is  cast  shall  hold  office  until  the  annual 
general  meeting  of  1957,  but  should  there  be 
nominated  no  more  than  three  candidates  for  the 
office  of  Trustee,  or  should  any  two  or  more  candi¬ 
dates  receive  an  equal  number  of  votes,  then  the 
Returning  Officer  shall  have  power  to  and  shall 
declare  which  of  the  candidates  are  elected  and 
which  shall  hold  office  until  the  next,  the  second, 
and  the  third  succeeding  annual  general  meetings 
respectively. 

8.  All  subsequent  elections  of  Trustees  shall  be 
held  at  the  annual  general  meetings  of  the  improve¬ 
ment  district,  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Trus¬ 
tees  to  call  a  general  meeting  to  be  held  between 
January  1st  and  May  1st  in  each  year  for  the 
following  purposes: — 

(a)  To  receive  from  the  Trustees  a  report  on 
condition  of  the  works  and  a  statement  of 
the  financial  condition  of  the  improvement 
district: 

( b )  To  discuss  with  the  Trustees  any  matter 
relating  to  the  works  or  finances  of  the  im¬ 
provement  district: 

(c)  To  fix  the  remuneration  of  the  Trustees  for 
the  ensuing  year: 

(d)  To  elect  a  Trustee  to  succeed  the  one  whose 
term  of  office  expires  coincident  with  the 
holding  of  such  annual  general  meeting,  and 
to  elect  a  Trustee  or  Trustees  to  fill  any 
other  vacancy  or  vacancies  that  has  or  have 
occurred  or  is  or  are  about  to  occur  among 
the  Trustees: 

( e )  To  choose  the  auditor  for  the  ensuing  year. 

A  special  general  meeting  may  be  called  by  the 

Trustees  at  any  time  for  the  purpose  of  electing  a 
Trustee  or  Trustees  to  fill  any  vacancy  or  vacancies 
among  the  Trustees,  or  for  the  purpose  of  discuss¬ 
ing  with  the  owners  any  matter  or  matters  which  in 
the  opinion  of  the  Trustees  should  be  brought  up 
at  a  general  meeting. 

At  least  seven  days’  notice  of  every  general  meet¬ 
ing  shall  be  given  by  notices  posted  up  in  three 
conspicuous  places  within  the  improvement  district 
and  at  the  building  where  the  meeting  is  to  be  held. 

The  secretary  shall  enter  in  a  book  provided  by 
the  Trustees  for  this  purpose  minutes  of  all  matters 
brought  before  the  meeting  and  the  action  taken 
thereon.  At  any  general  meeting  every  person 
shall  be  qualified  to  vote  who  is  a  Canadian  citizen 
and  is  twenty-one  years  old  or  older  and  is  an 
owner  of  land  in  the  improvement  district,  or  the 
authorized  agent  of  any  board  or  corporation  that 
is  an  owner  of  such  land,  or  the  legal  representative 
of  any  owner  of  such  land  who  has  died,  become 
insolvent,  or  insane,  and  is  entitled  to  be  registered 
as  a  voter  under  the  “  Provincial  Elections  Act.” 
Every  person  qualified  as  aforesaid  to  vote  and  wife 
or  husband  of  any  such  person  shall  be  qualified  to 
be  a  candidate  for  Trustee  of  the  improvement 
district.  In  the  event  of  the  right  of  any  person 
to  vote  at  any  general  meeting  being  challenged,  the 
chairman  shall  have  authority  to  determine  whether 
or  not  such  person  is  entitled  to  vote,  and  the 
chairman  may  require  such  person  to  make  and 
file  with  him  a  statutory  declaration  showing  that 
the  declarant  is  qualified  as  aforesaid  to  vote  at 
such  general  meeting.  Forthwith  after  the  holding 
of  a  general  meeting  the  Trustees  shall  file  with 
the  Comptroller  of  Water  Rights  a  true  copy  of  the 
minutes  of  such  meeting  and  copies  of  all  auditor’s 
reports  and  financial  statements  presented  or  dis¬ 
cussed  at  the  meeting. 


9.  All  words  and  phrases  given  special  meaning 
in  section  2  of  the  “  Water  Act  ”  shall,  where  used 
herein,  be  ascribed  the  meaning  given  them  in  the 
said  section,  unless  the  context  otherwise  requires.

“  LAND  REGISTRY  ACT  ” 

HIS  HONOUR  the  Lieutenant-Governor  in 
Council,  by  Order  in  Council  No.  641,  dated 
March  23rd,  1956,  has  been  pleased  to  report  that 
it  is  proposed,  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of 
the  “  Land  Act,”  to  grant  to  the  Westcoast  Trans¬ 
mission  Company  Limited,  a  company  incorporated 
by  a  special  Act  of  Canada  (hereinafter  called  “  the 
Company”),  rights-of-way  over  certain  Crown 
lands  for  the  purpose  of  constructing  and  operating 
a  pipe-line  in  connection  with  the  Company’s  un¬ 
dertaking: 

That  the  Company  has  submitted  that  it  would 
be  expedient  and  in  the  interests  of  all  concerned 
if  the  title  conferred  by  these  grants  could  be  reg¬ 
istered  under  the  provisions  of  the  “  Land  Registry 
Act  ”: 

That  the  “  Land  Registry  Act  ”  permits  registra¬ 
tion  of  these  estates  only  where  the  title  of  Her 
Majesty  appears  in  the  register,  and  accordingly  the 
Legislature  has  endowed  the  Lieutenant-Governor 
in  Council  with  power  to  make  regulations  permit¬ 
ting  and  governing  the  registration  of  these  estates 
as  enacted  by  section  257  (2)  of  the  “Land  Reg¬ 
istry  Act  ”: 

That  in  certain  areas  the  grant  will  be  issued  on 
the  basis  of  a  preliminary  or  interim  type  of  plan 
of  the  right-of-way,  based  upon  the  plans  prepared 
for  the  Board  of  Transport  Commissioners,  show¬ 
ing  a  width  of  the  right-of-way  of  eighteen  hundred 
feet,  in  order  to  allow  sufficient  width  to  determine 
the  dimensions  of  the  right-of-way  when  the  pipe¬ 
line  is  actually  constructed,  and  that  the  width  of 
the  final  right-of-way  will,  except  in  special  cases 
be  reduced  to  sixty  feet,  and  it  is  therefore  expe¬ 
dient  to  prescribe  regulations  governing  the  prelim¬ 
inary  and  final  surveys  of  the  right-of-way: 

And  to  order  that,  under  the  provisions  of  the 
‘-and  Registry  Act  and  all  other  powers  there- 
unto  enabling,  the  following  regulations  be 
made: — 

I  A  Crown  grant  of  the  right-of-way  in  favour 
of  the  Company  shall  be  transmitted  to  the  proper 

I. and  Registry  Office,  and  when  received  the  Reg¬ 


istrar  shall  enter  Her  Majesty  as  the  owner  of  the 
land  described  in  the  Crown  grant  in  the  register; 
and  upon  application  being  made  for  the  registra¬ 
tion  of  the  Company’s  title  to  the  right-of-way,  and 
upon  compliance  with  the  provisions  of  the  “  Land 
Registry  Act  ”  and  of  these  regulations  in  so  far  as 
they  are  applicable,  shall  register  the  title  by  en¬ 
dorsing  a  memorandum  thereof  on  the  register; 
provided  that  the  boundaries  of  the  land  described 
in  the  Crown  grant  and  in  the  register  shall  be  sub¬ 
ject  to  amendment  to  conform  with  the  boundaries 
as  defined  by  the  final  plan,  as  under  Regulation  4, 
and  in  accordance  with  the  procedure  prescribed 
under  Regulation  5. 

2.  On  completion  of  construction  of  the  pipe¬ 
line  the  right-of-way  shall  be  reduced  and  surveyed 
to  a  total  width  of  sixty  feet,  except  where  a  greater 
width  is  deemed  necessary,  and  subject  to  the  ap¬ 
proval  of  the  Surveyor-General. 

3.  Where  the  final  location  of  the  pipe-line  is 
determined  before  construction,  the  final  survey 
may  be  made  before  construction,  except  for  post¬ 
ing,  but  such  posting  shall  be  carried  out  within 
eighteen  months  after  the  completion  of  construc¬ 
tion  of  the  pipe-line. 

4.  Within  eighteen  months  after  completion  of 
construction  of  the  pipe-line,  the  Company  shall 
prepare  a  final  plan  of  the  right-of-way,  based  upon 
a  survey  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the 
“  Land  Registry  Act  ”  and  the  regulations  which 
the  Surveyor-General  has  issued  or  may  issue,  and 
shall  deposit  such  copies  of  the  plan  with  the 
Surveyor-General  as  he  requires.  The  Surveyor- 
General  shall,  after  approval,  transmit  the  neces¬ 
sary  number  of  copies  of  the  plan  to  the  proper 
Land  Registry  Office  for  deposit. 

5.  When  the  final  plan  has  been  deposited  in  the 
proper  Land  Registry  Office,  the  Registrar  shall 
amend  the  register  which  shows  Her  Majesty’s  title 
to  the  land  comprising  the  right-of-way  and  the 
title  of  the  Company  by  striking  out  the  description 
of  the  land  therein  and  substituting  therefor  the 
description  of  the  land  according  to  the  final  plan, 
and  shall  endorse  a  note  of  the  Order  in  Council 
on  the  register;  the  latter  description  shall  limit 
and  govern  the  boundaries  of  the  right-of-way,  and 
shall  relate  back  to  and  have  the  same  force  and 
effect  as  if  that  description  were  contained  in  the 
original  Crown  grant  of  the  right-of-way  and  reg¬ 
istered  in  the  register.

16th  day  of  March,  1956.  The  Farmers’  Institute 
Regulations,  made  by  Order  in  Council  No.  1186, 
approved  the  1st  day  of  June,  1954,  and  Women’s 
Institute  Regulations,  made  by  Order  in  Council 
No.  861,  approved  the  16th  day  of  July,  1940,  are 
hereby  superseded.

Regulations  for  Farmers’  and  Women’s 
Institutes 

(“  Farmers’  and  Women’s  Institutes  Act,” 
Chapter  17,  1956) 

1.  The  name  of  an  Institute  must  include  the 
words  “  Farmers’  Institute  ”  or  “  Women’s  Insti¬ 
tute.” 

2.  An  Institute  must  be  incorporated  under,  or 
deemed  to  be  incorporated  under,  the  “  Farmers’ 
and  Women’s  Institutes  Act.” 

3.  No  Institute  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  any 
assistance  from  the  Department  of  Agriculture 
unless  it  complies  with  these  regulations. 

Objects 

4.  The  objects  of  an  Institute  shall  be  as  fol¬ 
lows: — 

(«)  To  improve  conditions  of  rural  life,  so  that 
settlement  may  be  permanent  and  pros¬ 
perous: 

( b )  To  promote  the  theory  and  practice  of 
agriculture: 

(c)  To  arrange  on  behalf  of  its  members  for 
the  purchase,  distribution,  or  sale  of  com¬ 
modities,  supplies,  or  products,  and  gener¬ 
ally  to  act  on  their  behalf  in  all  matters 
incidental  to  agricultural  pursuits: 

(d)  To  promote  home  economics,  public  health 
and  child  welfare,  education  and  better 
schools. 

Funds 

5.  The  funds  of  an  Institute  shall  be  devoted 
solely  to  the  promotion  of  its  objects,  which  must 
be  strictly  adhered  to,  and  no  Institute  shall  be 


conducted  in  the  interests  of  any  party,  sect,  or 
society,  political  or  otherwise,  and  no  matter  of 
a  political  or  sectarian  character  shall  be  discussed 
at  any  meeting  of  an  Institute. 

Membership  and  Fee 

6.  The  by-laws  of  an  Institute  shall  provide  that 
its  membership  shall  consist  of  persons  who  after 
election  as  members  pay  an  annual  subscription 
fee  of  not  less  than  50  cents  each. 

Directors 

7.  The  by-laws  of  an  Institute  shall  provide: — 

(a)  For  five  Directors  until  the  membership 
exceeds  100,  when  there  may  be  an  addi¬ 
tional  Director  for  every  twenty  members 
over  100  but  not  exceeding  ten  in  number: 

(b)  That  the  officers  and  Directors  shall  be 
elected  by  ballot,  and  that  their  remunera¬ 
tion  (if  any)  shall  be  determined  by  the 
Institute  in  general  meeting: 

(c)  That  the  President  shall  preside  at  all  meet¬ 
ings  of  the  Directors  and  of  the  Institute, 
and  when  he  is  absent  or  unable  or  unwill¬ 
ing  to  act,  the  Vice-President  shall  act  in 
his  stead: 

(d)  That  casual  vacancies  among  the  officers 
may  be  filled  by  the  remaining  Directors 
until  the  next  general  meeting,  and  all 
changes  be  notified  to  the  Superintendent: 

(e)  That  where  the  Secretary  (or)  Treasurer 
ceases  to  act,  the  President  or  Vice-Presi¬ 
dent  may  perform  his  duties  until  the 
vacancy  is  filled: 

(/)  That  the  quorum  at  a  meeting  of  the  Direc¬ 
tors  shall  be  not  less  that  half  the  total 
number  of  Directors,  a  fraction  to  count 
as  a  whole: 

(g)  That  the  Directors  may  appoint  sub-com¬ 
mittees  or  delegate  any  of  their  powers  to 
committees  composed  of  members  of  the 
Institute,  who  shall  conform  to  any  regu¬ 
lations  imposed  on  them  by  the  Directors: 

(h)  The  Directors  shall  endeavour  to  meet  not 
less  than  once  a  quarter. 

Secretary 

8.  The  duties  of  the  Secretary  of  an  Institute 
shall  be: — 

(a)  To  give  notice  of  and  call  meetings  of  the 
Directors  and  the  Institute  upon  the  author¬ 
ity  of  the  President  or  any  two  Directors: 

(b)  To  keep  minutes  of  the  proceedings  at  all 
meetings: 

(c)  To  keep  a  register  of  the  members,  with 
their  names  and  addresses,  and  a  mailing- 
list  of  members  for  literature,  programmes, 
etc.: 

(d)  To  prepare  and  forward  returns  to  the 
Superintendent  on  such  forms  as  may  be 
supplied. 

Treasurer 

9.  The  Treasurer  or,  if  there  is  no  such  officer, 
the  Secretary  of  an  Institute  shall  account  for  all 
moneys  paid  or  received  by  the  Institute,  and 
present  a  report  thereof  to  the  members  in  meet¬ 
ing  assembled.  No  disbursement  shall  be  made 
without  the  sanction  of  the  Directors. 

Annual  and  Other  General  Meetings 

10.  The  by-laws  of  an  Institute  shall  provide: — 

(a)  That  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Institute 
shall  be  held  not  later  than  one  month  after 
the  end  of  the  fiscal  year: 

( b )  That  seven  clear  days’  notice  in  writing  of 
the  date,  time,  and  place  of  the  annual 
meeting  shall  be  given  to  every  member  at 
his  recorded  address: 

(c)  That  unless  general  meetings  are  held  at  a 
specified  time,  date,  and  place  in  each 
month,  due  notice  will  be  given  to  every 
member  in  writing  or  by  posters  placed  in 
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conspicuous  places  throughout  the  district, 
or  by  notices  published  in  a  newspaper  cir¬ 
culating  in  the  district: 

( d )  That  at  annual  and  general  meetings  the 
quorum  shall  be  five: 

(e)  That  the  order  of  proceedings  at  a  general 
meeting  shall,  according  to  circumstances, 
be  as  follows: — 

(a)  Meeting  to  be  called  to  order: 

\b)  Notice  convening  meeting  to  be 
read: 

(c)  Minutes  of  preceding  meeting  to  be 
read  and  disposed  of: 

(d)  Business  arising  out  of  minutes:

Annual  Returns 

11.  Annual  returns  must  be  filed  each  year  on 
the  forms  provided  by  the  Superintendent  for  that 
purpose  immediately  after  the  annual  meeting. 

Inspection  of  Books  and  Accounts 

12.  The  books  and  accounts  of  an  Institute  shall 
be  open  to  inspection  by  every  member  and  by  the 
Superintendent  or  other  person  duly  authorized  in 
writing  by  the  Superintendent.

(d)  That  before  the  vote  is  taken  on  any  motion 
or  amendment  the  Chairman  shall  ask,  “  Is 
the  meeting  ready  for  the  question?  ”  and 
the  question  shall  not  be  put  so  long  as  any 
member  desires  to  speak  and  is  in  order: 

(e)  That  any  member  desirous  of  asking  a  ques¬ 
tion  on  a  subject  introduced  may  do  so 
verbally;  but  if  he  desires  to  ask  more  than 
two  questions,  he  must  submit  them  to  the 
Secretary  in  writing: 

(/)  Every  member  is  entitled  to  protest  against 
any  decision  of  the  meeting  and  request  his 
objection  to  be  recorded  in  the  minutes,  and 
to  protest  against  the  decision  of  the  Chair 
and  to  appeal  to  the  meeting,  stating  the 
grounds  of  appeal,  and  the  question  shall 
then  be  put  without  debate  in  these  words: 
“  Shall  the  decision  of  the  Chair  be  sus¬ 
tained?  ” 

(g)  A  motion  to  reconsider  any  question  de- 
cided  by  the  meeting  shall  be  in  order,  pro¬ 
viding  such  motion  be  not  made  on  the 
same  day  on  which  the  resolution  is  carried.

Excerpt  from  Standing  Orders  Relating  to 
Private  Bills 

100.  (1)  All  applications  to  the  Legislative 
Assembly  for  Private  Bills  of  any  nature  whatso¬ 
ever  shall  require  the  publication  of  a  notice  clearly 
and  distinctly  specifying  the  nature  and  object  of 
the  application,  and  when  the  application  refers  to 
any  proposed  work,  indicating  sufficiently  the  loca¬ 
tion  of  the  work,  to  be  signed  by  or  on  behalf  of 
the  applicant. 

(2)  Such  notice  shall  be  published  in  The  British 
Columbia  Gazette  and  once  a  week  in  one  leading 
daily  newspaper  freely  circulating  in  all  parts  of 
the  Province.  The  notice  in  such  newspaper  to 
appear  on  Wednesday  of  each  week. 

(3)  When  the  proposed  Bill  is  of  such  a  nature 
that  it  may  particularly  affect  one  or  more  electoral 
districts,  the  notice  shall  furthermore  be  published 
once  a  week  if  possible  in  some  newspaper  in  every 
electoral  district  affected,  or  if  there  be  no  news¬ 
paper  published  therein,  then  in  a  newspaper  pub¬ 
lished  in  the  electoral  district  nearest  thereto. 

(4)  The  publication  of  such  notice  shall  in  all 
cases  be  continued  for  a  period  of  four  weeks 
during  the  interval  of  time  between  the  close  of 
the  next  preceding  Session  and  the  consideration 
of  the  petition.

case  pay  double  the  fees  required  in  respect  of  such 
1  ill  by  this  rule,  unless  the  House  shall  order  to 
the  contrary.
